Community activists pedaiing with a purpose

In September, with tensions high surround- 
ing the police shooting of a black 1 8 -year-old 
in Ferguson, Mo., avid cyclists Oboi Reed and 
Jamal Julien crossed paths with a Chicago po- 
lice lieutenant at a local coffee shop. 

Reed and Julien, co-founders of Slow Roll 
Chicago, a local offshoot of a growing bicy- 
cling movement aimed at improving strug- 
gling neighborhoods, had just finished their 
first pilot ride from Chatham to Bronzeville 
with a small group of people. The lieutenant 
eyed the diverse group and saw an opportu- 
nity for a mutually beneficial relationship. 

“He asked us if we’d ride with police from 
the nth District to help improve relation- 
ships with police,” Reed said. “We struggled 
with it because there was a strong disconnect 
with the people in the neighborhoods, but we 
ultimately decided it was a good partnership.” 

The success of the pilot program led to the 
launch last month of Slow Roll Chicago’s first 
full season— and once again, the group turned 
its focus to racial issues as protests flared in 
Baltimore in the wake of another death after 
contact with police. 

“Chicago is incredibly segregated along 
class and racial lines, so this series of rides is 
about getting people out of their neighbor- 
hoods and into a neighborhood they may not 
normally visit or ever see if they had not taken 
this ride,” Reed said. 

The Slow Roll phenomenon began in De- 
troit in 2010 as away to buck negative percep- 
tions of neighborhoods. The group encourag- 
es revitalization by coasting leisurely through 
struggling communities before rallying to 
support a local business. Slow Roll Chicago is 
spotlighting a number of social issues, among 
them violence, race, the environment and 
gender equality, during its weekly rides. 

“We literally consider our organization, 
our bike rides as vehicles for social change,” 
Reed said. 

The group has partnered with other local 
organizations to create routes that tie in to 
important topics. Sarah Neville of Alliance 
for the Great Lakes and Toni Anderson of Sa- 
cred Keeper Sustainability Labs devised last 
week’s route to showcase how Chicago’s natu- 
ral beauty complements the neighborhoods. 

“We’re framing this ride not only in con- 
text of neighborhoods we’re riding through 
but also the natural resources,” Neville said. 
“This neighborhood, Bronzeville, has amaz- 
ing coastal resources like the Burnham Wild- 
life Corridor that Toni has been helping to 
restore with her kids.” 

A few dozen bicyclists met up at Ain’t She

Sweet Cafe in Bronzeville in recent days be- 
fore pedaling their way through the roughly 
I o -mile, circuitous ride. 

Reed was convinced of the mission during 
last fall’s police ride when a young woman 
asked about the destination of a ride. 

When he answered Northerly Island, she 
responded: “What’s that?” 

Escorted by nth District patrol cars, the 
young woman, along with many others from 
the West Side, made the jaunt to the peninsu- 
la near the Museum Campus, where they were 
taken aback by the view, Reed said. 

“That cemented why we wanted to connect 
with police and invite young people to come 
out,” Reed said. “We anticipated some young 
people on the West Side had never been there, 
and we were able to show them that beautiful 
experience.”

Need for equipment 

One issue that has become apparent during rides is a need for equipment. Chicago’s bicycle- 
sharing network Divvy, one of the group’s partners, is providing bikes for the first few rides, 
but Slow Roll Chicago is tinkering with a long-term solution. 

“The idea is to have a bicycle lending library, a fleet of bikes for those who might not be 
able to afford them,” said Jamal Julien, a co-founder of Slow Roll Chicago. 

In March, with the help of local bike fabricators, the group unveiled a low-maintenance 
prototype bike equipped with a belt drive, disc brakes and even a 4G hot spot during North 
American Bicycle Week in Detroit. 

Slow Roll Chicago hopes to hire youths and teach them trades such as welding so they can 
help make the prototypes, tribune

Sorry, bro, Montrose 
Beach surf park on hold

The proposal to bring a surf park to Montrose 

Beach has wiped out for this season. 

Chicago Surf LLC was planning to set up 
a stationary surf park at Montrose Beach this 
summer. But surf park founder K.C. Hoos 
said Monday the project has been postponed.

I won every single local 
competition. So I don’t know 
if I was intimidating, but it was 
certainly fun pretending. {Laughs.} 

I never really went anywhere nationally or 
anything big-deal like that. But I had a blast. 

What’s the most fired-up you got in that 
situation? 

Oh, gosh. So much. It’s very competitive. I 
stopped doing it after three years because it 
was too stressful. {Laughs.} 


On “Nashville,” is Jeff Fordham misunder- 
stood or just a total dick? 

{Laughs.} Um, you know, both. {Laughs.} I 
think it’s interesting; they brought Christina 
Aguilera on to give him a backstory in a way 
Plus, she’s Christina Aguilera. Her character 
kind of offered a look into his vulner- 
able side. And same with Layla, it’s 
really interesting. You have these 
two characters who they’re not 
evil but they do evil things in 
a way and you put them to- 
gether and they fall for each 
other and then it makes them 
vulnerable. So I think the 
audience in a way has {come} 
to root for us, which is really 
weird because we’re very manipu- 
lative and we’re kind of the villains of 
the show— but yet people I think like us and 
empathize with us in a weird way 

The cast also performs around Nashville 
about once a month. What’s the reaction at 
those bars? 

Well, we’re really lucky— Nashville, the city 
has been so supportive of us shooting, and

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everyone seems really excited. We haven’t 
really gotten any poor reception. And the 
city has become such a part of the show So 
it’s really cool; these places that we sing at in 
real life are also places that our characters are 
singing at. We’ve always had a warm recep- 
tion. It’s a blast for us. We probably perform 
more than once a month, whether it’s the 
Opry or around town at different venues. 

How much do they expect you to be your 
character? 

I hope they don’t expect me to be Layla 
{laughs} because she’s not always very nice. 

I don’t know how much they expect us to 
be our character, but regardless they seem 
to enjoy it, and it’s a really good opportunity 
for us to be ourselves as well and get our own 
music out there. 

How would you describe the challenge of 
becoming Jem vs. becoming Layla, and the 
difference between being a country star and 
a pop star? 

Ooh. Absolutely They’re very different 
characters. Layla, she’s always been really fiery 
and really go-getter. She really wants this. 

She didn’t even reaUy have anything to say 
musically ^t she really wanted to do it. She 
likes being out there, she wants to be famous. 
But Jerrica Jem doesn’t want any of that. She 
is very quiet; she doesn’t even like being on 
home videos. She’s very much the caregiver to 
the family and to her sisters. She’s always had 
to take care of them because they don’t have 
a mom, they don’t have a dad anymore, so she 
very much wants to stay out of the spotlight 
and it’s kind of been thrust upon her. So they 
deal with it very differently obviously And 
funnily enough, Jerrica Jem deals with it a lot 
better [laughs] than Layla does I think. Layla 
I think is learning a lot along the way and Jem 
has had to be the adult for a long time. 

How would Jem be treated In Nashville? 

I don’t know, that’s a good question. Defi- 
nitely it’s much more pop the music that 
we’re doing in “Jem.” It’s very radio-friendly 


to what’s going on right now. I think it’s going 
to be super-accessible to teens and whatnot. 
Definitely the music that is on our film is 
not really so much what you would find in 
Nashville, but Nashville has so many differ- 
ent musical styles coming through it that I 
don’t really know. 

What’s another animated series you’d want 
to get in on as a live-action movie? 

I would say “Scooby-Doo,” but they already 
did that. I don’t know. That’s a really good 
question; I’d have to think about that. 

What about just something you watched as 
a kid that was important to you? 

I always watched Bugs Bunny and all that 
stuff My mom never let me watch very many 
cartoons, so I just watched the classics and 
that’s about it. 

Which Looney Tunes character did you 
relate to the most?

Oh my gosh. That’s crazy I can’t even believe 
it. They actually just sent me the test for it, 
what it’s going to look like. But all they have 
so far is just the head— no makeup, just like

On not knowing she was auditioning 
for “Jem and the Holograms”: “They 
didn’t release that it was ‘Jem and the 
Holograms.’ It had a different name. It was 
definitely this musical film. The sides were 
different. We knew that they were fake 
audition sides along the process as we 
were getting more and more into it.
